Sir: The Brigadier-General commanding directs that 
you confer with the Mexican authorities and invite 
co-operation. 

Local Mexican authorities will be notified in every 
instance wheu practicable of our troops crossing into 
Mexico, under the instructions of the Secretary of War, 
and such authorities will be furnished with particulars 
of the raid, characters of the raiders, and of property 
taken, to enable them when practicable to co-operate 
in the capture of robbers and return of stolen property. 
Military commissions while on the Mexican soil will 
maintain discipline and prevent injury of property to 
persons or property of peaceable citizens by prompt 
executions of sentences of military commissions (drum- 
head court-martials) when such may become necessary, 
or by euch other summary action as may be called for. 

Supplies will be paid for in all cases in cash, and every 
means be taken to cultivate the most friendly relations 
with the local authorities or with commanding officers 
of any troops which may be sent to co-operate with 
those of the United States, as the parties who have 
been committing the raids are banditti and enemies of 
civilization, and commit raids ou either side as op- 
portunity offers. 

The same courtesy and co-operation will be extended 
to Mexican troops who may when in pursuit of such 
raiders cross into the United States, as we would be 
pleased to receive from them when operating on their 
side of the river.

THE NEZ-PERCK WAR.

General Field Orders No. 2. 

The hostile Indians, according to the latest informa- 
tion, have retreated by the Lulo trail toward Montana, 
leaving but a few families, possibly concealed, in the 
rocky fastnesses of the Snake and Salmon Rivers 
country. It is directed that two columns and a reserve 
shall operate ag follows: 

The right column, personally commanded by the 
Department Commander, consisting of the battalion of 
artillery under command of Capt. Marcus P. Miller; 
the battalion of infantry commanded by Capt. Evan 
Miles, and a battalion of four companies of cavalry, 
under command of Major Geo. B. Sanford, will im- 
mediately upon the arrival of Major Green’s force 
from Boise, enter upon direct pursuit of the Indians 
over og we trail, with the objective point Missoula 
ity, M. T. 

The left column, commanded by Col. Frank Whea- 
ton, 2d Infantry, consisting of his own force of infan- 
try, increased by a battalion of cavalry, to be com- 
manded by Col. Cuvier Grover, 1st Cavalry, and 
composed as follows, viz.: Cos. F, Perry’s, and H, 
Trimbie’s, ist Cavalry, and two companies (200 men) 
of Washington Territory mounted volunteers will pro- 
ceed northward by way of Hangman’s Creek and Coeur 
De Lene Mission, with the objective point Missoula 
City, M. T. The design of this column will be—first, 
a co-operation with the right column, frequent com- 
munication to be kept by means of reliable sources, via 
the reserve column at Mount Idaho; second, by over- 
awing the malcontent Indians or occupying their at- 
tention to prevent any reinforcement of the hostile 
Indians, and should the latter attempt to return through 
the Coeur De L2ne country to engage them; third, to 
quiet the fears and apprehensions of the settlers, that 
they may return to their peaceful pursuits; fourth, a 
cordial co-operation with the officials of the Interior 
Departinent in their endeavor to settle disputes and 
anes between so-called friendly Indians and 
settlers. 

Col. Wheaton will, as soon as practicable, furnish 
the commanding officer of Fort Lapwai, I. T., with a 
small detachment of ten or fifteen men, and will leave 
a guard at Lewiston sufficient to protect the main 
depot. Finally, recent indications of a concentration 
of fugitive hostile Indians on the Lolo trail having 
altered the Department Commander’s original intention 
of pursuing this northern route in person, he desires 
that the commander of the left column exercise the 
greatest caution in the anticipation and prevention of 
complications tending to cause an increase of allies, 
either direct or indirect, to those Indians now actually 
at war. 

The reserve column will be commanded by Major 
John Green, 1st Cavalry, and will consist of the troops 
from Boise, excepting the cavalry designated to accom- 
pany the right column, increased by Co. L, Captain 
Whipple’s, and Co. E, Capt. Winter's, 1st Cavalry, and 
a body of Warm Spring Indian scouts. Major Green 
will locate bis main force at or near Croasdale’s farm, 
Cottonwood Creek, protecting, with at lexst one com- 
pany and two pieces of artillery, the sub-depot at 

amiah, making a small outpost at Mount Idaho as a 
nucleus for the Mount Idaho and Grangeville volun- 
teers. He will closely watch, by means of scoutin 
purties and patrols, the crossings of the south fork o 
the Clearwater River and Salmon River, ¢.g., the 
forks Kamiah, Dunnewell’s ferry, etc., on the former, 
and Whitebird Creek, Rocky Canyon, etc., on the lat- 
ter. The country between the Salmon acd Snake 
Rivers, and beyond the forks of the south fork of 
Clearwater River will be thoroughly and constantly 
scoured by scouting parties, and its most hidden re- 
cesses probed by the Warm bdpring Indians and scouts. 
Little parties or hiding families left by the hostile In- 
dians will be captured and broughtin. Major Green 
will forward promptly communications between the 
operating columns. 

The right column will move acrogs the south fork of 
the Clearwater River, so as to be ready to take its de- 
parture from the Weisse on Monday, the 80th inst. 
Col. Wharton will endeavor to make the movement of 
the leit column northward as nearly simultaneous with 
the movement of the right as possible. It is desirable 
that any necessary delay in the left column take place 
as far northward near the Coeur de Lene country a. 
possible. 

Each column will be supplied with twenty days’ small 
rations, and will take with them a herd of as mapy 
steers as necessary. As a general rule fo: will not 
be carried, but will be obtained en route. e Lewis- 
ton Depot is designated as the main depot for the Army 
in the field. The general Staft will keep it well farn- 
ished with at least three months’ supplies in advance.

The following despatch to District Adjutant Burnett 
at Fort Shaw, received at Missoula, M. T., July

To Burnett, District Adjutant, Port Shaw ; 

I am entrenching twenty ees and about fifty 
volunteers in Lolo Canyon. have the promise of 
more volunteers but am not certain of them. Send 
along more troops. I shall go to see the Indians to- 
morrow and inform them that unless they disarm and 
dismount I will give them a fight. White Bird says 
we will go through. This news is entirely reliable.

A Portland despatch sent to San Francisco, July 30, 
says General Howard was at Kamiah awaiting the 
arrival of Major Sanford, 1st Cavalry. Assoon as that 
officer joins him Howard will take all the available 
force and push vigorously after Joseph and White 
Bird, who have already crossed Bitter Root Mountains 
by way of the Lolo trail. He will go through to Mis- 
soula as r»pidly as his command can move. Another 
force under the command of General Wheaton will 
leave Fort Lapwai, and, moving north, pass through 
the Spokane country and cross over into Montana 
through the Sabou Pass. After crossing the moun- 
tains the troops will -- down to Missoula, where 
they will join General Howard. It is expected that 
Howard and Wheaton’s detachments will reach that 
point simultaneously. Wheaton will command about 
450 or 500 troops. This detour through the Spokane 
country will be made at the request of Indian Inspector 
Watkins. There are a number of tribes squatted 
through that region who wish to be placed on a reser- 
vation. Inspector Watkins is authorized to select a 
suitable reservation and to locate the Indians. His 
principal object in passing through that country is to 
make a personal inspection of the character and dis- 
position of the Indians, the nature of these regions, 
aud to designate where a reservation is to be located. 
It is also thought that the marching of a large force of 
troops through there will have a very beneficial effect 
on the Indians. Most of them are peaceably disposed 
toward the whites, while some are inclined to be tur- 
bulent.

Boise have been set afloat during the past week. The 
Indians seem determined to force a passage to the 
buffalo country. The Governor of Montana issued his 
proclamation on July 26, calling out all the organized 
companiés in Deer Lodge and Missoula counties. The 
Flatheads are co-operating with Capt. Rawn, 7th Inf., 
and have sent a number of warriors to his camp. 

THE FIFTH CAVALRY IN CAMP. 


A correspondent writes us from the Camp of the 5th 
Cavalry on Goose Creek, Wy. T., as follows: This is 
the first year in many that the 5th Cav. has not been 
actively engaged against hostile Indians, and the only 
reason that they are not so engaged this summer is that 
there are no hostiles in this portion of the country to 
be found; if there was the 5th would be following their 
trail. ‘I'he battalion of the 5th now in the field, con- 
sisting of five companics under command of Bvt. Lt.- 
Col. Verling K. Hart, are now in camp on Goose 
Creek, W. T., which point was this time last year the 
centre of operations against the hostile Sioux and 
Cheyennes. mee to the successful operations of last 
year, and the admirable and efficient management of 
the Indians by General Crook, no rigns of our last 
year’s enemy are to be seen. We have scouted the 
country over thoroughly during the past month, and 
no indication of a Sioux being absent from his reserva- 
tion has been found, Capt. Kellogg, with his com” 


pany, hes just returned from a scout, having gone as 
‘ar north as the 46th parallel, returning by the Rosebud 
and Little Big Horn rivers, and he reports that he was 
unable to discover an of Indians. Capt. Rogers, 
who was detailed with his company to escort two pack 
trains to the mouth of Tongue river, turning over said 
trains to Gen. Miles’ command, has also just returned, 
having made a detour of quite 300 miles, and he re- 
rts that there was no trace or indication of any 
ndians having been in the country travelled over by 
his command during the year. The query now arises, 
where are the 4,000 hostiles said to be in this country, 
or at least so reported by the Herald correspondent 
with Gen. Miles’ command, a short time ago? We 
now know that they are a myth. No Sioux are off 
from their reservations, and I very much doubt if they 
will ever goon the war path again in large parties. 
The Sioux and Arrapahoe scouts (of which there are 
40 with the command, all enlisted as soldiers), who 
were out with the commands just returned, say that 
they nearly wore their eyes out trying to see or find a 
hostile Sioux. We expect to continue scouting this 
country over until Oct., so that if any small war 
parties should leave their reservations we will be here 
to luok after them. Where we are now camped is a 
paradise for those who are fond of hunting aud trout 
fishing. Trout in numbers are caught, many weighing 
9 lbs. and over. Elk, deer and antelope are brought 
in daily. Many miners pass our camp coming from 
the Black Hills and going into the Big Horn Mountains, 
all feeling confident that a fortune awaits them there. 
It is hoped that they will not be disappointed, but the 


chances of their finding rich deposits on tbis side of |: 


the range are greatly against them. Gen. Sheridan 
and his party are expected to arrive here from Camp 
Brown by July 15. They will proceed to the Yellow- 
stone River, visiting the posts now in course of erec- 
tion on that river; they will take in the Custer battle- 
field on their route. Both scouting parties heretofore 
mentioned passed the scene of the Custer massacre, 
4nd the officers report that there are no indications that 
the field has been visited by any persons since the 
bloody encounter. 

THE PROPOSED VISIT OF THE SIOUX TO WASHINGTON. 


A newspaper despatch states that the Commissioner 
of Indian Aftairs, after consultation with the Secretary 
of the Interior, July 30, replied to the telegram of 
General Crook, asking that a delegation of the Sioux 
Indians be directed to visit Washington for consulta- 
tion with the Government relative to their compliance 
with the treaty made by them, agrecing to remove to 
the Missouri River, that in case it was absolutely 
essential the department would see how the proceeding 
could be facilitated. Secretary Schurz was very 
reluctant to approve it unless great and pressing 
necessity existed and a corresponding benefit was to be 
derived. He is fortified in his objection because there 
is no appropriation made to defray the expenses of the 
measure. If General Crook insists upon his recom- 
mendation the department will comply and apply the 
contingent fund to do so, falling back on Congress to 
get additional eppropriations at its next session for 
reimbursement. A subsequent despatch announces 
that it has been decided to grant the application. 





Tue following extract appears in the ‘‘ West Point 
Scrap Book,” by Lieut. Wood, published some years 
ago: After some very fine exhibitions of horseman- 
ship, our riding master, Herschberger, called out a 
dragoon, who stood erect, holding one end of a pole at 
arm’s length above his head, the other end against the 
wall, and the pole horizontal, and then quietly signalled 
Cadet Grant to ride over it. He started ‘* York,” a 
famous jumper of that class, galloped slowly around, 
and, coming up very deliberately, the horse poised on 
bis haunches an instant, fore feet in the air, and sprang 
like a cat.

Tue Nation, Washington, July 31, says of the 
Washington Navy-yard: There are more vessels in 
commission in the Navy-yard and lvingin the stream 
than ever before for the past ten years. The moni- 
tors with their fancy awnings, the short geared tugs 
in the docks, the splendid steamer Wyoming, the old 
Relief, and the smaller craft make a pleasing picture 
to the eye. Constructor R. W. Steele, who bad been 
stationed at Chester, Pa., has taken charge of the 
construction department of the yard, relieving F. L. 
Fernald. About 220 men are at work in this depart- 
ment alone, engaged in building the new sloop-ot- 
war Nipsic, scraping, cleaning, and painting the 
Fortune, repairing the iron-clad Pussvic, caulking and 
painting the Tallapoosa, rolling copper and lead for 
other yards, refitting the Wyoming’s boats and build- 
ing a steam lxunch for the Canandaigua. During 
last week a board of investigation, com posed of Com- 
mander Skerrett, Chief Engineer Lackey, and Fore- 
man Richard Green, of the Equipment Department, 
have been in sessien upon charges against George R. 
Wilson, master machinist of the yard. Two of his 
former employés in the steam engineering department 
distinctly charge him with having models made and 
other private work performed with Government 
material during Government working hours by men 
under his charge. The result of the investigation 
has not yet been made known. Wilson, the accused, 
has been an efficient foreman for 20 years.

THE Constellation arrived at New York on the 27th 
July. 

HerRMAN PeErers, boatswain U. 8. N., died in 
Philadelphia on 26th July. 

Tue Plymouth is at Alexandria, Va. The Swatara 
is awaiting orders off Giesboro Point. 

H. M. 8. Shah, the hero of the fight with the 
Huescar, arrived at San Francisco, July 21. 

Tue old line of battle ship Vermont, at New York, 
is being fitted as a permanent barracks for recruits. 

Ligut.-Compr. HARRINGTON has given up the 
command of the Naval Battalion at Washington, and 
will return to the Hurtford at Norfolk. 

Tue Huron arrived at Washington, July 26, and 
being of light draft was able to run up to the Navy- 
yard. She is guarding the Anacosta bridge. 

THE Wyandotte’s condition is such at present that 
it has been deemed advisable to substitute the Passaic 
for her.

His last sea service 
expired June, 1840, and during the fifty-four years 
he was in the Navy his sea service amounted to eight 
years and two months; he was eleven months on 
shore duty, and nearly forty-five years unemployed. 


THE Vallejo Chronicle reports that the repairs 
needed to the engines of the Benicia are slight, with 
the exception of taking apart the working parts and 
cleaning and repairing. The boilers are to be taken 
out and replaced by new ones to b» sent out from the 
East. -The hull is to have a general overhauling. 
The Jroguois has not hauled in yet, and the repairs 
to her, we are informed, are a general overhauling of 
machinery and a new set of boilers and general re- 
pairs to the hull. The repairs to the Lackawanna 
consists of overhauling heaters and pipes, distillers 
and feed pipes to the boiler. The boiler makers are 
cutting out the crown sheets of one of the boilers, 
which are to be replaced by new ones, The repairs 
to the hull have not yet been ascertained. It will 
take about two months before the vessel will be 
ready for sea. 

THE Richmond, flagship of Commodore C. H. B. 
Caldwell, South Atlantic Station, sailed from Rio de 
Janeiro, June 26, tor Hampton Roads. She will 
touch at St. Thomas, en route, and as she will make 
the passage under sail, and light winds may be ex- 
pected, Com. Caldwell did not expect to reach home 
in less than 60 days. The Adams arrived at Rio de 
Janeiro on the 2d June, 45 days from Hampton 
Roads. In company with the Frolic, she left Rio, 
June 18, to search for Madeiras Rock, and full re- 
ports of the result of the search have been made to 
the Department. The Frolic expected to remain at 
Rio fora time. Orders have been recently sent out 
for her return to the United States. The Adams ex. 
pected to leave soon for Bahia, and on her return 
passage would make an examination of Hotspur 
Bank. Health of squadron good. Comdr. Geo. B. 
White, of the Frolic, is left in charge as senior officer 
on the station.

Reports received at the Headquarters of the Ma- 
rine Corps show that the several battalions and de- 
tachments of marines called out by the railroad 
troubles have been actively and usefully employed 
in important places, Col. Heywood’s battalion, 
which was organized in Washington, first reported to 
Governor Carroll, of Maryland, and after peace and 
order were enforced in Baltimore, proceeded to 
Philadelphia, where it was encamped near the vast 
possessions of the Pennsylvania Railroad, west of the 
Schuylkill river, and has thus far preserved them 
from injury. The marines from Norfolk and the 
North Atlantic fleet were consolidated into a bat- 
talion of over two hundred men, under Col. James 
Forney, and relieved the artillery companies on duty 
at the Washington Arsenal. Upon requisition of 
Gen. Barry, U.S. A., three companies of these men, 
under Col. Forney, Capt. Bishop, and Lieuts, Coston, 
Eihott and Biddle, were transferred to Baltimore, 
where they took charge of the property of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, with headquarters at the 
Camden station, in the depot. On Saturday, July 
28, ist Lieut. C. P. Porter, Lieuts. Wainwright aud 
L. C. Webster, with fifty men, joined this force from 
Washington via Philadelphia, and on Monday, the 





30th of July, when it was decided to attempt to move 
the blockaded freight trains, a detachment of eighty- 


and Biddle took the westward bound trains to Mar- 
tinsburg, W. Va., where they exchanged with de- 
‘tails from the Army. First Lieuts. H. C. Cochrane 
and F, A, Mullany, after guarding the passage of 
troops from the Department of the South-over the 
Baltimore and Potomac Railroad, were transferred to 
tne U. S. Arsenal, Washington, under orders of Gen. 
Schofield, and the former was left in command there 
with sixty men. Still another command of one hun- 
dred marines made up from the guards of the frigates 
Minnesota aud Colorado at New York, was sent by the 
steamer Fathomer to protect the Watervliet Arsenal 
at West Troy, N. Y. Serving with this, are Capt. 
Corrie and Lieut. Whiting. At all the marine ste- 
tions the men were under arms and equipped to take 
the field if needed, and in many instances officers en- 
joying their usual summer leave surrendered it and 
reported for duty. 

Owrtne to the unsettled state of affairs during the 
railroad riots, the Navy-yard at League Island was 
placed in a state of defenee under directions of the 
Commandant, Capt. Clark H. Wells, U. 8. Navy, and 
every precaution taken to guard the Government 
property. On Sunday evening, July 23, a detail of 
42 marines, with a field howitzer, were sent under 
command of Capt. W. R. Brewn, U. 8. M. C., with 
2d Lieut. G. T. Bates, U. 8S. M.C., and A. A. Surg. 
H. T. Percy, U. 8. N., to protect the Governmen: 
property at the Bridesburg Arsenal; as information 
was received from reliable sources that it was wopro- 
tected, and every apprehension was feared that it 
would be attacked by a mob of rioters who were only 
awaiting an opportunity to secure fire arms and am- 
munition, but their plans were frusirated by the 
prompt arrival of the marines, who are still quartered 
there on duty. A detail of 18 marines were sent 
from the training ship Constitution, under command 
of Ensign E. J. Dorn, U. 8. N., to guard the naval 
magazine at Fort Mifflin, and they still remain on 
duty there at the barracks, under command of 1st 
Lieut. J. B. Breese, U.S.M.C. A field howitzer 
was placed at the south end of the causeway, guard- 
ing the land approach to the Navy-yard, and an 
extra guard of marines placed at the gate entrance. 
The tugs Glance and Pilgrim were each armed with 
howitzers und seamen detailed for them trom the 
Constitution, under directions of Capt. H. A. Adams, 
U. 8. N., commanding, and from the receiving ship 
St. Louis, Lieut, C. M. Thomas, U. 8. N., in tem- 
porary command. The above officers rendered effi- 
cient aid in making preparations to protect the 
Navy-yard and in organizing details of seamen and 
marines for any case of emergency in the city or 
along the river front to guard and protect Govern- 
ment and private property, and to render any assist- 
ance that occasion might require elsewhere, Under 
instructions from the Secretary of the Navy, the 
commandant directed the fitting out of tae monitor 
Nahant, laying in ordinary. Lieut.-Comdr. H. C. 
Nields, U. 8. N., late executive officer of the Consti- 


of officers and crew made up from the Constitution 
and St, Louis, for temporary and immediate service. 
A strong force from each o! the departments of the 
yard rapidly fitted out the monitor, and were enabled 
to have her ready to leave her moorings in $6 hours, 
for duty in either the Schuylkill or Delaware rivers, 
Capt. Wells, Capt. Adams of the Oonstitution, Lieut. 
Thomas of the St. Louis, and Lieut. Allibone, senior 
aid to the commandant, were constantly on duty 
night and day at League Island during the excite- 
ment, and in direct telegraphic communication with 
Washington, and the military and civil authorities. 
The other officers of the station displayed great 
activity in using every endeavor to hasten prepara- 
tions, and readiness to render any aid, and in fitting 
out the Nahant and tugs for service. A strict watch 
was kept on the large grain elevator at Girard Point 
below League Island, where there were a number of 
cars and vessels loading with grain. The tugs were 
in readiness to resist any attack that might be made 
upon them. The instructions of the Secretary of the 
Navy regarding precautions were faithfully carried 
cut. During this trouble, the tug Glance, armed 
with a howitzer, was under command of Lieut. C. O. 
Allibone, and the tug Pilgrim, also armed, under 
command of Ensign F, Guertin, of the St. Louis,

AMATEURS AND THE ARMY. 


HE labor riots have opened the eyes of the 

American people to a fact which no mere reason- 
ing, however strong, had been able to make them fully 
appreciate. We mean the necessity of professional 
training in the all-important function of preserving 
order in the nation, This lesson the people learned 
in 1861, when with many a vow they pledged them- 
selves never to forget it. But sixteen years is logn 
for any such truth to hold its own, without the help 
of fresh experience. To-day, in 1877, we have seen 
the lesson azain sinking into all hearts; and there is 
a sudden hush of the insane cry, “ Reduce the 
Army !” 

The afyument for professional soldiery rests on a 
broad basis of human experience. A physician, 
called upon to render his services in a sudden epi- 
demic of small-pox, goea calmly and without an in- 
stant’s hesitation into the deadliest plague-spot of 
the city. A lawyer summoned to plead a suit before 
a crowd of hostile advocates, watching to crush him, 
goes into court with perfect coolness, and never ap- 
pears to so signal advantage, never is so completely 
put on his mettle, never is so fully in possession of 
all his faculties, as in that trying scene. But take a 
man who is neither physician nor lawyer, and send 


‘S/him into the assizes or the pest-house to perform 


great duties there—he may consent to go, as one 
appointed to guard certain law interests or health 
interests of the community; but he will go with 
timidity, uncertainty, and want of coolness, on the 
one hand, or with a most dangerous ignorance on the 
other. His very courage will be the nerve of excite- 
ment, and he will be glad to escape at the earliest 
moment. 

So is it with professional and unprofessional sold- 
iery, as the riots have shown. We eommend the 
militia of New York and other States who did their 
duty; but, far from joining in the reproaches show- 
ered on the Pennsylvania militia, we see why they 
failed, and could have been expected to fail. Some 
of them, it is true, behaved in a dastardly way—we 
mean that part of the Sixteenth regiment that joined 
the mob—and for their conduet there is no excuse, 
But when we reflect, for a moment, that those men 
who deserted their trust, in the labor riot, were 
themeelves workmen, and that each of them was 
about 99 parts workman to one part military man, 
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is their conduct astounding? It is conduct to which 
we are always liable, with non-professional soldiery. 
When a riot springs from a business grievance it will 
depend on whether it be farmers, or mechanics, or 
miners, or tradesmen, or book-keepers, that are ag- 
grieved, which militia regiments can be relied upon 
in putting the riot down. For, what is the penalty 
that a volunteer organization suffers for betraying its 
trust? It is “dishonorably disbanded ;” in other 
words, it melts back to a sympathizing community, 
relieved henceforth from the privilege of paying its 








"| own expenses for the fun of soldiering. Compare 


that with the real dishonor and the death penalty of 
the professional soldier who goes over to the enemy. 

Amateur work is excellent in many things—in art, 
in athletic sports, in theatrical shows, it may often 
be hardly distinguished from professional; but ama- 
teurs cannot displace professionals in guarding the 
framework of society from the assaults of formidable 
insurrecticn. This we say the more frankly because 
the relations of the Journat to the National Guard, 
in enabling it to see what functions volunteer militia 
can fill, also enable it to see what functions a pro- 
fessional soldiery alone can fill. What would have 
become of millions of Government property in’ Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland, these last ten days, had the 
State militias alone been there to guard it? A few 
companies of the Army have, within a fortnight, 
apparently saved more for the people—not only in 
military but in other Government property, as well 
as private--than would pay, feed and clothe the 
ectire Army for a year. 

Let us look at some further differences between 
professional and amateur soldiery. The former are 
the trained instruments of executive power. With 
them obedience to orders is the first of duties, while 
long service gives habitual coolness and stolidity, 
which are invaluable in moments of excitement. 
Accustomed to the roughness of campaign life, they 
are not used up by a night or two of little harder 
beds than ordinary, or by a day or two of a little 
worse food. Their discipline does not allow them 
to carouse on beer while awaiting orders to march. 
Always ready to move, whether they ought to go to 
one point rather than another is not with them a 
matter of discussion and protest. The soldier is con- 
tent with his pay and his calling; his home is with 
the company; he has no shop to quit with reluctance 
when ordered to march, and no social ties to draw 
him away from the scene of peril. 

But the volunteer militiaman goes into service 
under great disadvantages of temperament or train- 
ing. Taken, it may be, from a luxurious home, even 
awaiting orders in a city armory may be to him the 
most monotonous and demoralizing of duties. He 
may be haggard from the loss of sleep, overcome by 
the heat and by padded clothes, made ill by unac- 
customed food, and worn out by anxiety as to how 
his business is getting along on the one hand, and 
by the public excitement on the other. A regular 
soldier in the same position would be in clover; but 
the militia are mainly recruited from youth quite 
unaccustomed to the hardness of a soldier’s life. Not 
a few would be rejected on physical grounds if they 
applied for admission tothe Army. Then, they elect 
their officers, and are apt to watch them narrowly to 
see that they “don’t put on airs.” The militia defray 
most of their own expenses, and feel quite indepen- 
dent of the State. Their pay for actual service is the 
subject of joke, and they often “turn it into the 
company fund.” ‘They discuss the decisions of their 
officers, and occasionally hold a meeting to express 
by vote their views of whether the company or regi- 
ment should go home or go to war. The feeling 
with which a militia regiment goes to quell a riot is 
also totally different from that of professional sol- 
diery. It was said of cne of the crack Philadelphia 
regiments on the way to Pittsburg that they were 
“spoiling for a fight ;” but next day they were 
spoiled in consequence of a fight. We often hear of 
militia regiments spoiling for a fight, but never of 
regulars running the same risk of going stale. Toa 
Herald reporter a member of one of the crack New 
York regiments that remained awaiting orders in the 
city said, with much emotion: “It makes me mad as 
h—ll to think we didn’t get a belt at those fellers.” 
A regular suldier would hardly experience that 
emotion, which is like the fretting of a too high- 


strung steed. He would not be enraged at the 
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political or social question involved in the act of his 
enemy; but, on the other hand, he might be less 
surprised at the degree of resistance found in a mob, 
and less disconcerted in an exigency than a militia 
soldier fresh from the counting-room and the ware- 
house. So far as the evidence taken up to this 
writing shows, both in Pittsburg and in Baltimore 
the militia fired on the mob without orders—fired one 
or twoat a time, and then the rest joining, from 
their places in column, actually as they were on the 
march. Of course the disadvantages of that method 
of firing are apparent; we can hardly fancy pro- 
fessional soldiery worried into firing without orders, 
But, were there nothing else to consider, the ob- 
vious respect paid by the rioters to the Army, as the 
outward symbol of the national will, was too marked 
to pass without its lesson. Correctly hardled as 
were these few companies, steady as they were un- 
der the occasional missiles of the mob, neither the 
skill of the officers nor the discipline of the men can 
fully account for the effect they produced. The 
Army carried a vast moral power with it, which 
aided them not only in guarding Government prop- 
erty but in protecting railroad trains and dispersing 
mobs, without firing a shut. Unless some instances 
have escaped us, in all this bloody business the 
Army has not killed a man, They have captured 
hundreds of rioters, and dispersed thousands—they 
have killed none. In a few instances, stones were 
thrown after them, but generally there was an in- 
stinctive shrinking from conflict with national forces. 
We saw the same result last year in South Caro- 
lina, Florida, and Louisiana. Had a regiment of 
militia, Northern or Southern, been sent to the scene 
of the Hamburg massacre, it would have been torn to 
pieces, or would have been reduced to a state of siege 
like the Philadelphia regimeut in the Round House, 
A handful of Regular troops patrolled South Caro- 
lina from border to border, unharmed, unchallenged 
—the morai power of the professional soldiery held 
would-be rioters in check and in awe. Indeed, who- 
ever thinks of inquiring whether a soldier is Demo- 
crat or Republican? He is a soldier, and the 
performance of his duty excites no indignant popular 
feeling against him. 
The State militia forces have a work to perform, 
and a very useful and honorable work it ie. But 
they cannot do away with the need of a body of 
professional soldiery—the real foundation for re- 
liance in preserving order in our country. 





THE TURKISH WAR. 


Tue events of the past week concerning the strug- 
gle in Turkey have been full of importance as affect- 
ing the crisis of the campaign. The main interest 
has centred round the question of outside interven- 
tion in the struggle, in which Austria and England 
occupy similar positions. On Friday, July 27, a 
Pesth despatch stated that a large meeting had been 
held at that place, to declare in favor of maintaining 
the integrity of the Ottoman empire. General 
KLAPKA was one of the speakers. On the same day 
the British troopship HZuphrates took 1,521 men to 


ople to the Shipka Pass, An Adrianople despatch 
of that day confessed his defeat with the loss of ten 
guns, and stated that he was retreating on Adrian- 
ople. The same day the Russians were stated to 
have destroyed the railroad between Yamboli and 
Philipopolis, and the Second Russian Corps invested 
Silistria, 
The alarm of the Turks at this success was evinced 
by their immediate recall of MrpHat Pasa, a late 
prime minister, to office, Repir PasHa being turned 
out. Lieutenant-General Menemet Aur, a Prussian 
officer in the Turkish service, was put in command 
of the Turkish troops in Europe, and by his recom- 
mendation the Sultan sent for General Kuapxa, the 
Hungarian, offering him his own terms of command. 
Meantime, the Turkish commanders do not seem 
to have been able to prevent the commission of all 
sorts of nameless atrocities by their Bashi-Bazouks, 
especially the Circassians, and the Bulgarian peas- 
antry, organizing into guerilla bands, were paying 
off the Turks with interest whenever they found a 
safe chance. The character of the war in Bulgaria 
thus. became horribly vindictive and sanguinary 
wherever the irregular forces were engaged. As 
usual, peace rumors prevailed from day to day, only 
to be contradicted by the stern logic of events. 
The Montenegrins, relieved of the pressure of 
SuLzemaN PasnHa’s immense superiority ot force, 
resumed the siege of that frequently victualled vil- 
lage called Nicsics, and seemed likely to take it, 
They had procured enough artillery to bombard it 
effectually. MipHat PasHA was no sooner in office 
than he was sent away on a mission to the European 
powers, urging intervention, in which occupation he 
is still engaged, being last heard of at Vienna. His 
mission was rendered difficult by the daily reports 
ot horrible massacres of peasantry by Turkish troops, 
which tended to alienate all sympathy from the 
Turkish cause. The same day the British troopsbip 
Crocodile took out 1,259 men to Malta. Mr. Guap- 
STONE, in an article which attracted much attention, 
stigmatized the sending of these comparatively small 
bodies of troops as just enough for irritation and not 
enough for intervention or offensive measures. 
It was stated at the time that it was the intention 
of England to occupy Gallipoli on the Dardanelles, 
so as to establish a second Gibraltar as a check to 
Russia in case the latter power should take Con- 
stantinople, The real secret of the feeble measures 
taken by the English government seems to lie in the 
even balance of parties in Eagland, and the strength 
of the Opposition party, which is as violently pro- 
Russian as the Tory party is pro-Turk. Still, what 
can be done without exciting attention has been 
done, and one army corps has been mobilized for 
foreign service under Sir Tuomas STee.ez, K. C. B. 
This corps was lately received at Windsor by the 
Queen, and its destination is openly stated to be 
Egypt. Lord Saxispury, the only member of the 
British cabinet hitherto opposed to the war, came 
out during this week in an article in the London 
Quarterly Review, in which he used these words: 
The power which rules over India and other possessions in the 


East, and to whose safety the supremacy of the seas and the 
security of the road to India are essential, will never allow the 





Malta, ostensibly to strengthen the garrison, but more 
probably to be at hand in case of trouble in the 
Levant. . 

Simultaneous despatches from London, Berlin, 
Paris and Pesth announced that Prince GortTscHa- 
xorF had notified the powers that Russia would not 
treat directly with the Porte, but with the great 
powers, The Russian government on that day called 
out the reserve of the landwehr, and assured the 
powers of its willingness to discuss the future of 
Turkey after the conquest of Roumelia, All these 
facts looked very threatening for Russia, and it re- 
quired all the astuteness of her diplomatists to quiet 
the fears aroused in Europe by the triumphal pro- 
gress of the Russian armies in the direction of 
Adrianople. The news seemed to throw a certain 
timidity over their military movements, for they 
made no further advance during the week, but con- 
tented themselves with massing forces for a siege of 
Rustchuk to protect their rear. Next day, an action 
occurred south of the Balkans. It seems that Suxer- 
MAN PasHA, the general who did so little with so 
much force in Montenegro, had come round by sea 
and arrived at Adrianople, where he joined Raour

a loss of 80 guns, 12 standards, and 5,000 prisoners. 
This was denied next day by the Turks, but it is 
admitted that an engagement is proceeding. - it is 
not probable that we ehall bave totally reliable news 
from this quarter till next week, 

On the other flank of the triangle occupied by the 
Russians, a second assault was made by Baron 
KRUDENER with four divisiona and a hundred guns, 
on OsmMAN Pasa in an entrenched line in front of 
Plevna, After a two days’ fight the Russians were 
finally repulsed with heavy loss. 








We should be glad if officers of the Army, Navy, 
and Marine Corps, who have been on duty in connec- 
tion with the riots, would so far depart from their 
usual reserve as to send us an account of their move- 
ments, with incidents showing the effect of the 
presence of Regular forces in quieting disturbances. 
An unusual opportunity offers just now to enforce 
upon public attention some useful lessons concerning 
the value of our Army and Navy to the country.

even in small numbers, is hailed in every city as a 
guarantee of safety. As I cannot but believe the use 
of the epithet ‘mercenary,’ as before stated, was not 
used by you in an offensive sense (as the word in its 
popular use is one of reproach), it does seem to me that 
you owe an apology to the public for the use of the 
epithet in the paragraph stated. In this connection I 
hope there will be no fooling with the mob in this city 
as there has been in Chicago by firing blank cartridges, 
but, as Gov. Hartranft of Pennsylvania in his proclam- 
ation, published in your issue of this morning, bas 
ordered : ‘All other means of quelling riot and restor- - 
ing order having first been exhausted, the officer com- 
manding troops shall notify rioters that they will be 
fired upon unless they disperse. The order to fire will 
then be deliberately given, and every soldier will be 
expected to fire with effect,’ and ‘ firing will continue 
until the mob disappears.—AN OFFICER OF THE 
Army, St. Louis, Mo., July 27, 1877.”

A BLOODTHIRSTY ENEMY. 
10 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 


Sir: At posts along the Missouri River, the pest, 
** mosquitoes,” proves to be a very painful and un- 
healthy annoyance. At the present time and for a 
short time previous, clouds of mosquitoes have been 
and are continually whetting their bloodthirsty 
appetites upon the neck, face, head, and hands of the 
soldier stationed at this post. Duties, such as guard, 
fatigue, escort and various others requiring the soldier 
to remain for twenty-four hours if on guard, and 
probably for weeks on escort, in the midst of mosqui- 
toes, has a very damaging result, as after performing a 
guard, etc., the exposed portion of. the person of the 
soldier is one congiomerated mass of lumps and abra- 
sions, caused by tearing and slapping in endeavoring to 
relieve the itch that a mosquito bite is tuo well known 
to cause. We have purchased netting at our own ex- 

nse, and by throwing it over the head endeavored to 

eep the mosquito at bay, which in a measure suc- 
ceeded, but not entirely as to provearelief. Asit isa 
matter vf much comfort to the soldier (and to the 
Government also) to have his needs, when it proves in- 
dispensable, attended to and relieved, I would suggest 
that a head-net be issued, such as is used out here for 
the purpose. This would be the means of removing 
entirely the torture a mosquito can inflict, especially 
in a country where sometimes it is unsafe to breathe, as 
by doing so many of them would attempt, and with 
success, to storm the inner works. We like to lose 
blood and let some loose, as it is ovr calling, but the 
idea of the mosquitoes’ mode of ‘‘ drawing” is not 
thought by us to be at all honorable, as he always has 
the advantage, being millions of them to one of us, and 
attacking front and rear with their destructive arma- 
ments”—battering rams. The publication of the 
above will be gratefully felt by the victims of mosquito 
bites, and more so if it alleviates the distress and pain 
which no one can very well explain excepting those 
that have felt.

HOW TO PREPARE CHENANE. 
To the Hdtior af the Army and Navy vournal: 


Sir: In answer to “*C, D.” in the ARMy anp Navy 
JournnaL of April 9, as to the proper manner of pre- 
aring ‘‘ chenane,” I would state that its preparation 
fs no secret; it is composed of two articles only, and 
made in the following manner: Take a quantity of 
good shells and roast them as you would in preparing 
common building lime. Grind them to a fine powder, 
and add bean or tea oil until it becomes the thickness 
of common putty. It is to be put in the seams after 
they are all caulked, with a stiff putty knife, or carpen- 
ter’s chisel, and do not pay in bot as your correspon- 
dent stated. Care should be taken that you mix up no 
n.ore than is actually necessary for the work, as it will 
become hard and unfit for use by standing uuless put 
in oil. I would not advise ‘‘C, D.” to use this prepa- 
ration on any ship’s deck where it is liable to work, for 
the planks will grind it to powder in a very short time, 
and after it becomes hard it cannot be cut ont without 
destroying the seams. Chenane will do very well for 
house work, or Chinese junks, but it is not fit to be used 
on European built ships. All decks laid in junks are 
first spiked to one another and then nailed firmly to 
the beams. Besides this they are braced with water 
tight compartments running fore and aft and athwart 
ships, with oO * rough knees placed very close 
together; this makes them very strong, and prevents 

the deck or ship's side from working.

GUN, RAM AND TORPEDO. 
AN ECONOMICAL UTILIZATION OF THEM ALL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Str: In considering a policy for our Navy, one fact 
must always be kept in mind. It is not at all proba- 
ble, while the country remains at peace, that the yearly 
appropriation for the Navy will be materially increased. 

ot long since, one of the oldest and most prominent 
members of Congress, himself from the Atlantic coast, 
while opposing an appropriation for building a few 
small gunboats, made the remarkable assertion that 
**in thirty days we could improvise a Navy that could 
whip the world.” While such sentiments prevail 
among our Legislators it is hardly probable uppropria- 
tions will ever be made to enable us to build heavy 
armored vessels to compete with those of European 
navies; each of which would cost from two to three 
millions of dollars, and require from two to three years 
to build. It behooves us, therefore, to consider, how, 
with the limited means at our command, we are to 
prepare to meet these same poiverful armored vessels 
in case of war. 

The fact seems too trite to mention, were it not so 
constantly neglected, that when once war is declared, 
it is too late to prepare. A Navy cannot be improvised 
in thirty days, or many times thirty days. We will 
be compelied to fight with just such material as we may 
have on hand at the time; and even then our Navy- 
yards will be crowded and overworked in fitting out 
and putting into sonatas like serviceable condition 
this ma however wurthiess. Witness the Virginius 
excitement four years ago. 

Since the heaviest and most important of the vessels 
now on our Navy list were laid down, naval architec-

ture has undergone a wonderful change. The navies 


of the world have been c mpletely reo ized. The 
steam frigates and ships of the line which twenty years 
ago constituted the strength of the line of battle, have 
now fallen out entirely, being used as store ships or 
training ships, or, if possessing s , formed into 
light squadrons, bearing a similar relation to the heavy 
armored vessels of the line, as cavalry or light skirmish- 
ers to the main line of battle. The enormous expense 
of creating a new Navy has appalled our rulers, and I 
ami not prepared to say such a policy would have been 
& wise one. The ram and torpedo promise to play so 
important a part in future covet battles, that they 
cannot but produce a reaction, and effect an important 
change in the present type of fighting vessel. To 
make, or to guard against, the attack of either of these 
weapons, speed and handiness, in other words, turning 
power, becomes of the highest value. The war between 
ordnance and armor ceases to be of the first importance 
when we observe how susceptible to the attack of these 
later weapons, is the most powerful of armored vessels, 
and when we remember that additional armor, involv- 
ing additional size and displacement, and consequent 
unhandiness, but lays the vessel more liable to the 
successful attack of either ram or torpedo, it would 
seem that perhaps after all le jew ne vant pas le 
chandelle. Still, we must remember, we have not the 
means Of using against a ficet of armored vessels at 
sea, either ram or torpedo, with any likelihood of 
success. Nor would I be understood as asserting that 
the question of ordnance ceases to be one of vital im- 
portance, or that guns can be left out or neglected in 
the future naval battle. 

_ For some time past, a discussion has been going on 
in England, regarding the comparative value of heav. 
iron-clads and small gunboats, under the new condi- 
tions of naval warfare, and taking into consideration 
first cost. This discussion has grown out of the recent 
trial of some of the gunboats building in England for 
the Chinese government—vessels of only a few hun- 
dred tons burden, carrying each one 38-ton gun. 
Though admitting their value, and showing this appre- 
ciation by crdering the construction of a number of a 
similar type, the naval authorities of England, proud 
of their powerful armored fleet, naturally do not feel 
disposed to admit, that such small craftare to supplant 
vessels of the type of the Jnjflezible or Devastation. But 
the discussion has suggested to me, that, perhaps in a 
modification of this type of vessel might lie the true 
war vessel for our ye in other words, the most 
economical method of utilizing gun, ram and torpedo. 
To build heavy a first class armored vessel,such as the 
Inflexible, would cost about $2,500,000. She would 
carry four guus of the heaviest calibre. As I have 
said before, it is hardly probable an appropriation 
could be gotten through in peace times to Pail such a 
vessel. ut four smaller vessels, say uf about 2,000 
tons, each carrying one gun of the heaviest calibre, 
heavily armored about the vital parts, with a power- 
fully strengthened ram bow, and great speed, might be 
built, one at a time, without any material increase of 
the yearly appropriation, and no greater aggregate cost 
than the one large unwieldly vessel. The amount of 
metal thrown by the four would be the same as the 
one, but the ram and torpedo power would be infinitely 
greater. And it seems to me there could be little doubt 
of the issue of a struggle between the four on one side 
and the single vessel on the other. These ram or gun 
vessels would need to be at least 2,000 tons, in order to 
carry the armor necessary to protect them, and the 
engines necessary to drive them at high speed. Nor 
would any less size be properly effective as a ram 
against the strongly built vessels of the present time. 
The gun could be carried in an open topped turret, 
forward, similar to that of the 7éméraire. Torpedo 
spars should be fitted on each bow. Arrangements 
similar to those of the Alarm would be effective. 
Harvey torpedoes could of course be used in addition. 
Let us imagine a possible action of the future. An 
enemy’s fleet of six first class heavily armored vessels, 
appears off the harbor of New York. A fleet of eigh- 
teen of our ram gunboats go out to meet them. his 
fleet will be divided primarily into squadrons of tbree, 
each squadron, in this case, acting together sgainst one 
of the enemy. Tactics would necessarily be changed 
and simplified to adapt itself to this new class of ves- 
sels with its peculiar means of offence. Increased 
mobility would be required, and the tactics of that 
time would bear something of the same relation to those 
of the present as a skirmish «rill to that of a brigade 
closed in mass. While preserving the general control 
in the hands of the commander-in-chiei, greater inde- 
pendence would be allowed to single vessels, and the 
individual members of the squadrons would be placed 
in the closest possible relations wilh and dependence 
upon each other. Each equadron would look to iis 
senior cfficer for orders, while all signals of the 
admiral would be made to the squadron leaders. Thus 
the fleet would be manceuvred as a collection of equad- 
rons rather than single vessels. But to return to the 
action. The enemy would probably choose to receive 
the attack in line abreast, or bows on, as that order 
would give the least opportunity for the effective use 
of rams. This formation could be broken by ordering 
the wing equadrons to attack in flank. When the 
enemy’s wing vessels turn tu receive this attack they 
must expose their sides to the rams of the other groups 
or squadrons, and thus the line will be broken. We 
will now take the case of one of the gunboats attack- 
ing on the flank. As he approaches at full speed his 
gun is kept ready to fire should an open port or any 
other exposure of the enemy offer the opportunity of 
doing certain great injury. Should no such opportun- 
ity ofter, be will probably retain his fire, so as not to 
ob cure his vision and disturb the‘steering of his ves- 
sel—just at the moment of vital importance when he 
is about to strike the enemy. Should his opponent, 
by good management, bring his vessel bows on or so 
handie her as to make the blow a glancing one and not 





fatally injurious, now is the time for the torpedo, 
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| already rigged out and prepared, requiring only the 
‘circuit to be closed. Should this fail and should his 
vessel be struck and disabled, there are still two more 
of the squadron (whose attack should have been sim- 
ultaneous with his), cach armed with gun, ram, and 
torpedo, and it seems to me that with three such op- 
| Ronents, well handed, the chances for escape of any 
single vessel, however powerful, are reduced to a min- 
imum. In other worda, I feel confident that a fleet of 
eighteen such vessels could not fail to destroy any six 
of the most powerful of modern iron-clads, and yet the 
cost of the construction of the six would greatly exceed 
that of the eighteen. x. 








RIOTS IN THE ROMAN MINTS. 
BY ROBERT MORRIS, LL.D., NUMISMATIST. 


In these days of mob violence and riots, accom- 
panied by burnings and blood, which call for the strong 
arm of the military, it will, perhaps, interest the read- 
ers of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL to read an account 
of a riot of workmen that broke out in the great mint 
at Rome, A. D. 274, full 1,600 years ago, and cost the 
lives of several thousand veteran troops in its suppres- 
sion. As no newspapers were published at that period, 
our sources of information are not numerous; but a 
letter is extant written by the Commander-in-Chief 
(the Emperor Aurelian), in which sufficient details are 
given, when added to hints in other cuthors, to afford 
a tolerably clear idea of the cause and extent of the 
outbreak, and the manner of putting it dowo. 

And, lest the reader, measuring this affair by the 
little company of officers, artists, and operatives in a 
modern mint (say the one at Philadelphia, for instance), 
should underrate the extent of this Roman riot, it is 
well to say that the populations of that period ex- 
tended over an immense territory, numbered perhaps 
one hundred million of souls, usec! nothing but specie 
in business transactions (and mainly the small bronze 
coinage of the size of a cent and under), and depended 
upon the mint at Rome for much of the national coin- 
age, and the dies, etc., for the provincial mints. If 
my previous articles have attracted the readers of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL sufficient to secure perusal, 
they will know by this time that instead of going on 
from year to year, as in modern mints, striking the 
same coins with no other change than that of the date, 
there was a constant change of dies, a change so radi- 
cal that some writers have averred incorrectly ‘‘ they 
never saw two Roman coins struck from the same die!” 
This variety of dies was enormously almost incalcula- 
bly great. Take the case of the Emperor Probus, who 
reigned only 6 years (A. D. 276 to 282), and there are 
extant more than 1,800 different coins of his reign, 
different I mean in regard to the dies from which tley 
were struck; this fact presents one of the most extre- 
ordinary subjects for thought in ancient history. What 
an almost inconceivable number of artists and engravers 
must the great mint at Rome have had, to conceive 
such a variety of types and manufacture the corres- 
ponding dies. 

At the inauguration of a new emperor (and there 
were 13 in 50 years, from A. D. 222 to 272), an entirely 
new set of dies had to be made, not only for the cen- 
tral mint at Rome, but for each of the provincial mints, 
of which the number was too great for me to com- 
pute. In the little land of Palestine alone—scarcely 
50 by 150 miles in extent—I reckoned up when | was 
there a dozen of these local mints, tnat «ll worked 
subordinate to the Great Moneyer at Rome, aud if they 
did not get al their dies from headquarters, they were 
dependent upon that source for the engraved heads and 
titles of the new emperors. 

But this only gives us an idea {and a very imperfect 
one), of the number of engravers and type designers 
(properly artis(s), necessary to the work. For every 
artist there must have been a score, perhaps five score, 
of mechanics and common laborers. There were 
three magistrates, styled 7riwmviri Aeri, appointed as 
early as B. C. 206, to oversee the public mintage. These 
were equivalent to the office styled director in the 
United States Mint, a position now so ably filled by Dr. 
Linderman. The laborers in the mint prior to the 
time of Julius Ceesar were the public slaves; after 
that they were the personal slaves of the emperor. 
These constituted the weighers (@qguatores) ; the assay- 
ers; the men who made the blanks (flans) ; the placers 
who laid the blank i® the inclosure, und the hammerers 
who struck them. Strange to say, the engravers who 
made the dies (called the signatores), were slaves. 
United, these government slaves formed u strong corps, 
numerous and intelligent, entitled famrlia monetalis, or 
the ‘‘Family of the Moneyers.” The chiefs of the 
mints were, of course, freemen; also the exactors who 
recorded the metal purchased; the cashier (nwmmu- 
larius officing), and the chief of the engravers (praposi- 
tus sculptorum. ) e 

The reader will gather from these details that the 
number of all grades employed in the mint at Rome 
was very great. From some suthority—I do not clearly 
recollect who it was—the corps entitled the Familia 
Monetalis in the time of the Emperor Aurelian, was 
reckoned at 40,000. 

The buildings they occupied were large and strong, 
and capable of being easily fortified. The nucleus was 
the ancient temple of Juno the Adviser (in Latin, Juno 
Moneta, from which our word money is derived.) 

We have no history of any attempt to rob the mint 
from without, or any convulsion from within, before 
the year A. D. 274; but we know the corporation was 
so large as often to disquiet the emperors lest this great 
company, located in the very heart of the city, should 
revolt. At last it came. 

For 20 years the empire had been a prey to political 
convulsious. More than 40 aspirants to the throne had 
sprung up during that period, each having a following 
and an army, and :ome sort of a claim; each cost 
bloodshed and treasure to put him down. Every 





interest of the nation suffered. Literature mainly 
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perished and was not revived for many years. The 
army itself, the stay and prop of the nation, became to 
some extent demoralized, and it must have seemed to 
the thoughtful observer as if Rome was doomed to 
destruction. Among other things the mintage of the 
~ was corrupted. 

t was not merely that the quantity of coinage was 
interfered with, so that the people suffered for their 
circulating medium; or that the character of the 
engravers’ art, the making up of the compounds for 
the people’s coinage (the bronze), and the mechanism 
of the pieces had miserably degenerated. All this, 
which is so plain to me as I look this moment over my 
series of coins from A. D. 251 to 284, could have been 
borne with as a part of the necessary inconveniences 
of the age. But the coinage was shockingly debased. 
The denarii which should contain some 50 or 60 grains 
of pure silver, were struck from dillon, a species of 
pinchbeck not one-fourth silver. And coins styled 
suberat#, which were copper silvered over to represent 
the denarius, were coined. And four-penny pieces 
(tetradrachms), which ought to have had some 200 
grains of pure silver each, were made of potin, con- 
taining 80 little silver that they puzzle a modern 
analytical chemist to detect it at all. In short, the 

ople of the mint, from the triumviri down to the 
hammerers, were engaged in swindling the govern- 
ment. Tons of money passed out of their doors every 
day which should have been made of bronze (a com- 
pound of copper which is cheap, with tin which is 
dear); but Was made of copper alone. Tons of silver 
was sent forth, so debased that the soldiers refused it 
for their P8Y. and merchants for their traffic, and 
hucksters for their produce. For a number of years 
matters ha@ One on from bad to worse. The Emperor 
Valerian (253 to 260), was afraid to meddle with the 
matter. The Emperor Gallienus (260 to 268), probably 
connived at it, and shared in the spoils. The great and 
noble Claudius Gothicus died prematurely after a brief 
but glorious reign of two years, and before he could 
reach it. It remained for Aurelian, as we shall see, to 
attempt a work at which even his bold and experienced 
spirit shrunk. 

The Emperor Aurelian was worthy by valor and 
good fortune to grapple with the question before him. 
After he had put down all his rivals, after his conquest 
of Palmyra, of Egypt, of the Goths, ard the noble 
triumphs that followed, so splendid and extraordinary 
as even to move the philosophic Gibbon to admiration 
—this domestic disturbance came to embitter the last 

ear of his life. ‘‘ He had vanquished the enemies of 

ome, eradicated by his salutary vigor, crimes and 
factions, mischievous acts arfd pernicious contrivance, 
the luxurious growth of a teeble and oppressive govern- 
ment,” but now his attempt to restore the integrity of 
the coin was opposed by a formidable insurrection. 

In a private letter of Aurelian, preserved in the 
Historia Augustorum, the vexution of the emperor 
breaks forth. He says: ‘‘ Surely the gods have decreed 
that my life should be a perpetual warfare.” He goes 
on to say that a slave, named Felicissimus, to whom he 
had entrusted an employment in the finances, had 
instigated the workmen of the mint to rise in rebellion, 
and that they were with the utmost difficulty sup- 
pressed. His veteran legions, the Hibert Riparienses, 
Casiriani and Dacisci, as he styles them in his letter, 
suffered terribly, and before peuetrating to the temple 
of Juno Moneta, 7,000 of those troops whose proper 
sietion was along the Danube and in Dacia, perished. 
The decisive engagement was fought on the Casticus 
Hill, and enougb may be gathered from facts already 
stated to prove how great was the numbers of the 
rioters and the desperation with which they fought. 
It will serve to recal the last despairing acts of the 
Commune of Paris. 

In this strange and terrible riot, Mr. Gibbon, for 
reasons stated in his well-known history, combines the 
authority of the Senate, the wealth of the equestrian 
order (the aristocracy), and the arms of the pretorian 
guards, the city bands. Whether his opinion is correct 
or not, the fact itself cannot be denied; Aurelian 
gained a victory with so fearful a loss as to arouse the 
severity of his dispositiun to the utmost; and he used 
his success with unrelenting vigor. All Rome was 
filled with victims. 

In the conspiracy to defraud the nation, one of his 
own nephews was detected and punished with death. 
The prisons were crowded, the executioners fatigued, 
and the noblest families of the capital mourned the 
loss of their members. Nay, we may even trace the 
death of the Emperor Aurelian him-e)f, to the spirit 
engendered by this unhappy affair, for in the con- 
spiracy which cost him his life, a few months later, his 
secretary, who had been accused of peculation and 
threatened with punishment, was the leading spirit. 

One hundred years later, and in the reign of the 
Emperor Julian, a similar riot, but upon a smaller 
seale, occurred at Cyzicus, where a great mint had 
existed for many centuries.

Tue strike on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is 
reported to be ended. The strikers at Keyser and 
Grafton, W. Va., having declared that the road 
should not be opened, Governor Matthews, of West 
Virginia, called on President Hayes tor additional 
troops, and July 29 General Barry despatched Com- 
panies E, D and/I of the 5th Artillery to those points. 
They arrived at Keyser at 7 o’clock that evening. 
Vice-President King accompanied the troops. One 
hundred marines, under Captain Forney, arrived at 
Baltimore July 29, to replace the troops sent to West 
Virginia. 

The Baltimore Sun of July 31 has the following 
from Keyser, W. Va.: “A dastardly attempt at 
wrecking trains was made two sniles west of here 
last night. Battery E, 5th (2d?) Artillery, Lieutenant 
Simpson, left at 10 o’clock from here tor Pied- 
mont to do guard duty. When they reached a point 
two miles west of here the locomotive, tender and 
one car were thrown from the track by a displaced 
switch. The train wus moving at the rate of three 
miles an hour, With greater speed the train would 
have been thrown down a deep embankment, with 
serious loss of life. The only personal injury was to 
Private George Hamilton, who had his leg badly 
crushed between the cab and tender. Upon examina- 
tion it was found that the three switches of the 
main track were unlocked and thrown open. Tne 
locks were found on the track near by. A portion of 
the battery started to walk to Piedmont, and utilized 
@ hand car which they found further on. A guard 
was left to take charge of the disabled train, which 
is yet off the track. Nobody was seen in the vicinity. 

An erroneous report having been circulated that a 
train of cars was captured by the strikers near 
Keyser, while it was in charge of Captain Litchfield, 
2d Artillery, General Hancock telegraphed to Gene 
ral Getty, commanding the trocps there, and in reply 
the following telegram was forwarded to the War

CUMBERLAND, Md., July 30, 1877. 


General Hancock’s telegram regarding reports in evening 
papers received. The facts are that an unguarded train was 
seized half a mile thie side of Keyser by rioters and immediately 
rte ay ete by treops sent afterit. No damage was done. Cap- 
tuin Litchfield and his command are in no way to blame.

Despatches received at the War Department July 
81 from General Hancock show a more favorable con- 
dition of affairs in the mining regions near Scranton, 
Penn. It was feared that there might be trouble in 
that locality, but it is now thought there will be no 
acenes of violence.

Have just received a despatch from General Ruger at Louis- 
ville, Ky., who says he left Indianapolis this morning, and there 
were no indications of treuble there at that time.

General Hancock also reports opposition to the 
troops at Johnstown, Pa., and the arrest of some 
seventy of the rioters. As this was an attack on the 
United States forces subsequent to the proclamation 
of the President, it is thought that all of the prison- 
ers will be turned over to the United States Court at 
Pittsburg for trial and punishment under the United 
States laws, The punishment is imprisonment for 
not more than ten years and a fine not exceeding 
$10,000. 

The following special orders, No. 60, were issued 
July 27: 

First—Colonel John H. King, 9th Infantry, is hereby placed in 
immediate command of all the United States troops assembled 
in Chicago, Ill. He will obey and execute such orders only as 
may come to him from these headquarters. 

Second—Lieutenant Colonel Frederick D. Grant, aide-de-cam 
to the Lieutenant-General commanding the division, is assign 
to duty with Colonel King, 9th Infantry, to whom he will 
report, 

y command of Lieutenant-General Sheridan. 
R. C. Drum, Assistant-Adjutant General. 


Two companies .of dismounted cavalry srrived at 
Omaha from the West July 26. Two additional com- 
panies, under command of General John H. King 
left for Chicago that afternoon, Seven companies 
were sent to Indianapolis under the command of 
General Morrow, July 27, and five companies and two 
batteries to Newport under Colonel Floyd-Jones, 
Five companies remained at Louisville under General 
De Trobriand. Others arrived the next day. Gene- 
ral Ruger, commanding the Department of the South, 
reached Louisville July 27, to assume control of the 
troops at that pvint and at Newport. 

Batteries D and I, of the 5th Artillery, from the 
Department of the South, are at Baltimore. General 
Pope, in the absence of General Sheridan, was 
temporarily in command at Chicago July 30.

The Washington correspondent ot the World says: 
In view of the disposition of communistic organiza- 
tions, trades-unions and other means of combining 
men in opposition to law and order, much satisfac- 
tion is expressed by the President and members of 
the Cabinet with the success which has attended the 
placing promptly of United States troops at points 
most exposed to the attacks of the strikers and their 
immediate sympathizers. Commendation is bestowed 
on Adjutant General Townsend, Assistant Adjutant- 
General Vincent and other gentlemen of that bureau, 
and on the general officers, all having acted in per- 
fect accord in carrying out the purposes cf the 
administration, which will continue the same course 
should any similar disturbances again occur. 

The Secretary of War is reported to be much 
pleased with the accuracy of the reports regarding 
the recent labor troubles furnished to the Signal 
Office by telegraph, by the Signal Service observers 
throughout the country. Their despatches have 
been read before the Cabinet daily, and it was found 
that they were in every instance free from exaggera- 
ae and reported faithfully the true condition ot 
affairs. 








ENGLAND AND Eaypt.—The Belgian publicist M. de 
Laveleye holds that eg am should seize Egypt, and 
expect in time to lose India. Egypt, in the hase of 
the English, he says, would recover the splendor of 
her antiquity. With public works the extent of arable 
land, the numbers of the population, and the revenue 
would all augment. Thanks to the annexation con- 
ducted Col. Gordon, Egypt now extends to the great 
lakes of Central Africa, and she thus becomes, in point 
of territorial extension, one of the largest countries in 
the world. Only let her pass under the protection of 
England, instantly the slave trade is suppressed, steam 
navigation connects the interior of the continent with 
the Mediterranean, and civilization and commerce 
penetrate into an immense region of admirable fertil- 
ity, and, by reason of its altitude, habitable by 
Europeans. By the Cape, by Natal, by the Transvaal, 
the English are advancing towards the Zambezi. Al- 
ready they have a station on Lake Nyassa; soon they 
will have others on Lake Tanganpik und Lake Victoria. 
The International Exploration Society, founded under 
the auspices of the King of the Belgians, will send 
into the country travellers, emigranis, urtisans of every 
kind. It has been shown that a telegraphic line could 
easily be established from Cairo to Natal and the Cape. 
Lieut. Cameron thinks that railways uniting the centre 
of Africa to the coast would not be long in paying 
their expenses. If, therefore, England consented to 
fix her attention in this direction, an unbroken current 
of civilization would speedily cross Africa from Alex- 
andria to the Cape = the line of the high table- 
lands. The English would thus erect for themselves 
ap empire as extensive as that of India, with virgin 
lands of far greater fertility, with 4 mure agreeable 
climate, and completely free from long druuguts. As 
for India, necessarily England will lose it in the end. 
The reason is plain. I say nothing of the danger of 
the approach of the Russians, which must go on with 
time, without necessarily ending in a shock. But the 
more actively the English set up railways in India, 
canals, manufactories, schools—the more, in a word, 
they civilize the natives—by so much the more rapidly 
will they be hastening the epoch of their coming of 
age, and consequently their aspiration after independ- 
ence. It is simply impossible that 100,000 Europeans 
should continue indefinitely to govern 200,000,000 of 
foreign subjects, when the latter have once been, in 
however slight a degree, penetrated with modern ideas. 

AnnuAaL Review At Paris.—The French troops, 
about 25,000 strong, who bad their annual review iu 
Paris, on Sunday, July 1, are reported by an English 
observer to have past in admirable order and in perfect 
silence, and their appearance elicited Joud applause 
from the public in the tribunes, which was far more 
numerous, and it struck me less select, than on pre- 
vious oceasions. The battalions were, as usual, some- 
what thin. He says: ‘‘The infantry were sll in full 
parade order, all the men wearing white cotton gloves 
and their full-dress tunic, the useful but not ornamental 
capot grise being neatly folded on the empty knapsacks. 
The men did not, as in previous years, carry with them 
their cooking utensils, and all excepting the firemen, 
the Garde de Paris, and the gendarmerie, who still 
retain the chassepot, were armed with the fusil gros, 
which has a bronze barrel and a much lighter but very 
formidable looking bayonet. Considering that some 
of the regiments had been on the ground since 8 in the 
morning, that others had had a long march to perform 
under a broiling sun—the glass stood at 92 degreeg 
Fahrenheit in the shade—any shortcomings in the 
march past would have been very excusable; but there 
were none. English and Prussian infantry could not 
have marched better, and I was glad to see that perfect 
uniformity of step bas at length been attained, and that 
battalions, brigades, and battalions following each 
other kept their intervals with a precision I had never 
before witnessed on the part of French troops. The 
men looked in excellent condition and as hard as nails, 
A proof of their stamina is afforded by the fact that ia 
spite of the weather, which was terrible even to lookers 
on with umbrellas and unencumbered with a soldier's 
paraphernalia, not a single man fell out during the 
march past. The artillery followed the infantry and 
filed past by batteries at the trot. They all have new 
bronze pieces not unlike the English 9-pounder, all 
breech-loaders, of course. The cavalry appeared more 
at home on their horses, and the chasseur and

Shaler, showing the honorable part taken by the ist 
Division, N. G. 8. N. Y., in maintainmg the public 
peace during the riots :

HEADQUARTERS Ist Division N. G. 8. N. Y. 
New York, August Ist, 1877. 

GENERAL: I have the honor to report that at 5 p.m. 
on the 23d ult., I received a telegram from Genera 
Headquarters, directing me to have my entire com- 
mand ready for service, and hold them subject to the 
orders of the Commander-in-Chief. Pursuant thereto 
the following was issued at once, posted in the diflerent 
armories, and telegrapbed to distant offices. (G. O. 
No. 6, directing the assembly of the Division. Eb. 
JOURNAL.) 

The troops commenced to assemble immediately, 
and during the night, five of the Division Staff, and as 
much as one-half of the entire division had collected 
in their armories. In some of the armories small de- 
tails had previously assembled for protection of State 
property thercin, in consequence of the threatening as- 
pect of affairsin this city. At 4.30 a.m. on the 24th, 
the following communication was sent to the various 
commanders, (Circular ordering Morning Reports.

Tue Mitit1a System.—On this subject the Poughkeepsie 
Eagle discourses thus sensibly: “‘ But it is not merely to 
furuish a handsowe spectacie that the militia is kept up. 
It is known as the National Guard, indicating that its office 
is to protect. The question of to-day is whether the vame 
it bears 1s to be justified by its performance or not. It is 
not to be denied that in several places where it has been 
called on in the present conflict, in other States, the militia 
has failed completely and disgraceiully. It has neither 
commanded respect nor had power and discipline enough 
to enforce its authority, while in some cases it seems to 
have been unable even to defend itself. It matters little 
whether the defect was in the officers, or the men, or the 
regulations governing the system. The fact that it was 
there is sufficiently evident. The test now being made will 
show whether there is any discipline, worth calling such, 
in the National Guard, and whether its officers are fit for 
the positions they hold. We havea good deal of faith in 
our ¢:tizen soldiery. We have stood up for them and ad- 
vocated their cause whenever anything was wanted to ren- 
der them more efficient, and we do not believe they will be 
found wanting. But if they are, we might as well disband 
them at once und take the money they cost to provide 4 
pope army large enough to be of some use in our time 
of ueed.”’

His Excellency, however, called his adjutant and quarter- 
masterfgeneral (Gens. Franklin and Couch) to couacil, on 
the afternoon of the 24th, when it was decided that pre- 
cautionary measures should be adopt:d, as an ounce —.

Sures of war, not being trading vessels, have up to 
now called, when occasion necessitated, at Japanese 
ports not open to trade, but a notice has just been 
issued by Admiral Ryder to the commanders of British 
men-of-war, at the request of the Japanese govern- 
ment, it is supposed, directing that this is in future to 
be discontinued. 

Lieut. E. J. G. Boyce, an officer of the English 
Royal Engineers, on board the torpedo ship Hood, the 
Royal Engineer torpedo training ship, lying in the 
Medway was engaged in testing a detonating fuse 
used for firing torpedoes by means of electricity. 
He had the fuse in his hand, when it exploded, owing 
to his having tested it with too strong a current, 
injuring him seriously. 

In the British Parliament, Captain Pim moved a 
resolution affirming the inexpediency of building any 
more vessels of the Agamemnon class until that type 
had been tried, and proposing that the money voted 
for such a purpose should be expended in building 
vessels of war with full cail power, capable of cruising 
and blockading under sail alone, but able to steam, 
when necessary, 800 miles in twenty-four hours, with 
a coal supply for seven days, and with an armament 
consisting of one armor-piercing gun of the longest 
range, as well as Shrapnel and Gatling guns, and 
torpedo apparatus. 

Broad Arrow says: For argument sake we supposed 
the Inflezible to be unstable under conceivable circum- 
stances. In the interest of truth, and to reassure our 
readers, we say unhesitatingly and emphatically that 
the assumed conditions are impossible; and even were 
they possible, the ship could still be trusted to remain 
upright and seaworthy should the worst befall her of 
that kind. Notwithstanding this, the Inflexible is far 
from being invincible. Three or four well-directed 
Whitehead torpedoes would place her hors de combat. 
A little ramming judiciously administered would send 
her to the bottom. And yet she is the best warship 
afloat. 

TuEne has been rather a scare on board the Hacellent 
on the discovery that one of the private and confiden- 
tial works on the torpedo, which is placed in the hands 
of officers passing through the ship, bas disappeared. 
As they are al] registered, and officers receiving them 
have to sign a receipt, there is no difficulty in tracing 
missing ones, and the lieutenant who was unable to 
produce this important work was reported to the 
British Admiralty, who directed him to be censured 
for his carelessness, and at the same time a general 
caution has been issued to all officers going through 


the course. 

Tue London Globe hears from trustworthy sources 
that extraordinary activity is being displayed in in- 
creasing the Ruesian armaments along the Finnish and 
Baltic coasts. Men are working night and day at the 
Cronstadt torpedo factory preparing submarine torpe- 
does for the harbors. ‘i hese preparations are due to 
the representations of Gen. Todleben, who has reported 
the Finnish fort~esses to be in a weak condition, and 
has been requested to personally superintend the works 
undertaken with a view to strengthening them. This 
sudden « utburst of activity in the north is regarded at 
St. Petersburg as indicating the intention of the Rus- 
sian Government to push matters to sn exiremity, and 
to be able to sustain a conflict with England, in the 
Baltic, should this policy le»d to hostilities. 

Tux Scorpion, the fifth and last of the new armored 
gunboats which have been lately constructed for the 


German navy was launched -the other day at Bremen. 
Her sister ships—all of which are already afloat—are 
the Wespe, the Viper,’ the Byene, and the Mucke. The 
gunboats are 1,000 tons displacement, are driven by 
engines of 700 indicatcd horse power, and can steam 
nine knots an hour. They are built of iron, and are 
armored with plates 203 millimetres, or very nearly 
8in., in thickness, and carry each one heavy gun of 
30.5 centimetres, or about 11}in. calibre; throwing a 
680lb. projectile and consuming a charge of 1591b. of 
powder. For the special purpose for which they are 
designe’/—namely, that of protecting the shallow 
waters and intricate passages which render the ap- 
proaches to the North German ports difficult for ves- 
sels drawing much water—these small but both offen- 
sively and defensively powerful craft will undoubtedly 
prove exceedingly effective. 


A DUBLIN paper reports that the preliminary ex- 
periments on the wreck of the Vanguard have resulted 
very satisfactorily, and the ultimate success of the un- 
dertaking to raise her is regarded as a matter of cer- 
tainty. he diver, after one or two attempts, reached 
the deck of the vessel and remained a considerable 
time below, and on coming up his report was that the 
vessel lay almost upright, very little canted to one side, 
and not at allsanded. His subsequent descents revealed 
the fact that the Vanguard is what is technically called 
** pooled,” or, in otber words, that whilst she made a 
dock as it were for herself in the sand, the bank lies 
some distance from her, and she lies on hard ground 
divided from the bank outside by water. A rope pre- 
viously lowered bad passed right under the vessel as far 
from the stern as the foremast. It would seem, there- 
fore, that the position of the ship is most favorable for 
lifting by the means prepared, viz., by means of huge 
steel wire ropes passed under her, and made fast by 
the immense puntoons. The pontoons will be con- 
structed on the Clyde, and each will have a lifting 
power of over 3,000 tons, and will be specially con- 
structed to meet the requirements of the present under- 
taking. 

Tue EnGiish MEDITERRANEAN FLEET.—The Lon- 
don Zimes reports that the Mediterranean Fleet, which 
proceeds once more to its old quarters in Besika Bay, 
is not so strong by two ironclads as when it last visited 
that familiar roadstead. Admiral Hornby’s command 
comprises in all but nine ironclads at the present mo- 
ment, in place of eleven which were last year under 
the orders of his predecessor. Besides the nine iron- 
clads, Admiral Hornby has in his command six sloops 
and gun-vessels, together with several smaller crafts. 
The Admiralty purposes, it is rumored, to despatch the 
Channel Squadron to the Mediterranean this summer. 
It includes the Minotaur, flagship, with Admfral 
Beauchamp Seymour on board; the Black Prince, with 
Rear-Admiral Dowell second in command; the Achilles, 
the Defence, and the Thunderer, turret vessel. The 
Témérotre, which has just made a successful trial at 
Chatham of her machinery, has been commissioned, 
and should be ready to sail next month, as well as the 








Dreadnought, turret-ship, which is somewhat bigger 
than the Zhunderer and the Devastation, which are 
bothin commission. Moreover, there are the Hercules, 
Lriumph, and Monarch, returned from the Mediter- 
ranean, which, with the display of a little energy on 
the part of the dockyard authorities, might be out of 
hand again in a couple of months. 

The Standard says: Although at the present time 
there are but two vessels on the building slips at 
Chatham, there are more vessels being brought for- 
ward for sea and under repairs than there have been 
for years, and in a few months a very powerful fleet 
could be dispatcbed from Chatham to any part o! the 
world. There are two new vessels on the stocks, and 
the double-screw armor-plated turret ship Agamemnon, 
4 guns, 8,492 tons, 6,000-horse power, a vessel of a 
similar class of build as the Jnflexidle, and the compo- 
site screw-sloop Cormorant, 6 guns, 1,124 tons, 900- 
horse power. In addition to these, two more vessels 





are shortly to be commenced, one of which will be a 








powerful ironclad. The torpedo apparatus with 
which the 7éméraire has been fitted is upon the most 
improved pattern, so that when she leaves Chatham 
she will be. without exception, the most improved 
ship in the English navy. Large numbers of men are 
now engaged in completing the Huryalus, 16, iron cor- 
vette cased with wood, 3,982 tons, 5,250 horse-power, 
which was launched in January last. The veseel is 
looked forward to as likely to be one of the fastest 
vessels afloat. She has been specially fitted with most 
powerful engines for ocean cruising. The other 

completing is the Garnet, 12, 1.864 tons, 2,100 horse- 
power, which will very quickly be got ready, as she 
was in a very advanced state when she left the stocks. 
The ships under repair include the Penelope, 11, ar- 
mor-pluted, 4,394 tons, 4,708 horse-power; the Monarch, 
7, armor-plated turret-ship, 8, tons, 7,842 horse- 
power; the Supply, 2 guns, iron mop and store ship, 
1,126 tons, 265 horse-power; the Wye, 2, iron troop 
and store ship, 870 tons, 629 horse-power, and the 
on 4, composite gun vessel, 486 tons, 540 horse- 

wer,
